FREE CARE FOR CHILDREIVf'S TEETH AND EYES. 

Free dental and optical clinics for children who are too poor to pay 
a dentist's or opthalmologist's bills are to be established with the $93,000 
net profit of the health and sanitation show held at the Coliseum last 
November. 

The expenditure of the $93,000 will be undei^the direction of Health 
Commissioner Robertson, Mayor Thompson, Bishoip Samuel Fallows and 
D. F. Kelly, members of the school's executive committee. 

"We will have facilities at the School's free hospital, Ada and Fulton 
Streets, for the care of the eyes, ears, noses, throats and teeth of poor 
children, but no medical attention will be given unless there is adequate 
proof that the child's parents are financially unable to pay for it," 
Dr. Robertson said.

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WANT BOY BABY? OR GIRL? MAYBE SCIENCE CAN AID. 
Sex Determination Topic of Convention Savants. 

Discussion of the possibilities of sex determination in advance of 
birth was the principal subject at the session of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, which held its annual meeting at the 
University of Chicago recently. 

In a paper read before the naturalist's section, Dr. Oscar Riddle, 
formerly of the University of Chicago and now connected with the Car- 
negie institute in Pittsburgh, told of his exi)eriments with pigeons and how, 
in these experiments and processes are developed, it may be possible to 
determine sex in advance. 

Males stronger than females. 

By developing the physiological processes of the birds. Dr. Riddle 
said, he had found that the males responded at a much greater speed than 
the females, and that, by subjecting them to oxygen pressure, monsters 
were developed, the males being stronger than the females. 

By development along this line, he said, he hoped to be able to deter- 
mine sex in birds and animals, and that possibly, sex determination in 
humans might be attained. 

Another interesting discovery was unfolded to the scientists by Dr. 
E. Ehlenhuth of the Rockefeller institute, New York, who reported that 
he had been able to develop salamanders and other cold blooded animals 
to three times their normal size. He did this, he said, by feeding them 
on the brains of cattle, but the same food fed to warm blooded animals 
and birds had no effect . He is experimenting in an effort to find some- 
thing which will increase the size of warm blooded beasts.
